The staggering scope of Haiti’s nightmare 
came into sharper focus Monday as authori- 
ties estimated 200,000 dead and 1.5 million 
homeless in the heart of this luckless land, 
where injured survivors still died in the 
streets, doctors pleaded for help and looters 
slashed at one another in the rubble. 

The world pledged more money, food, 
medicine and police. Some 2,000 US. 
Marines steamed into nearby waters. And 
ex-president Bill Clinton, special UN. envoy, 
flew in to offer support. 

But hour by hour the unmet needs of hun- 
dreds of thousands grew. 

“Have we been abandoned? Where is 
the food?” shouted one man, Jean Michel 
Jeantet, in a downtown street. 

The U.N. World Food Program said it 
expected to boost operations from feeding 
67,000 people Sunday to 97,000 on Monday. 
But it needs 100 million prepared meals over 
the next 30 days, and it appealed for more

government donations. 

“Lknow that aid cannot come soon enough,” 
UN. Secretary-General Ban Ki-moon said in 
New York after returning from Haiti. 

“Unplug the bottlenecks,” he urged. 

In one step to reassure frustrated aid 
groups, the US. military agreed to give aid 
deliveries priority over military flights at 
the now-US.-run airport here, the WFP 
announced in Rome. The Americans’ han- 
dling of civilian flights had angered some 
humanitarian officials.

Monday. But that’s only if 
it involves rigorous diet, 
activity and behavior coun- 
seling. 

Just five years ago, the same panel—the US. 
Preventive Services Task Force—found few ben- 
efits from pediatric obesity programs. Since then, 
the task force said, studies have shown success. 
But that has come only with treatment that is 
costly, hard to find and hard to follow. 

The good news is, “you don’t have to throw 
your arms up and say you can’t do anything,” said 
task force chairman Dr. Ned Calonge. “This is a 
recommendation that says there are things that 
work.” 

Calonge said the panel recognizes most pedia- 
tricians are not equipped to offer the necessary 
kind of treatment, and that it may be hard to 
find, or afford, places that do. The recommenda- 
tions merely highlight scientific evidence show- 
ing what type of programs work—“not whether 
or not those services are currently available,” he 
said. 

The new advice, published online in the jour- 
nal Pediatrics, could serve as a template for creat- 
ing obesity programs. It also might remove one 
important cost barrier: Calonge said insurers will 
no longer be able to argue that they won't pro- 
vide coverage because treatment programs don’t 
work. 

Evidence the panel evaluated shows intensive 
treatment can help children lose several pounds 
—enough for obese kids to drop into the “over- 
weight” category, making them less prone to dia- 


betes and other health problems. The treatment 
requires appointments at least once or twice a 
week for six months or more. 

The recommendations follow government 
reports last week that showed obesity rates in kids 
and adults have held steady for about five years.

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Bus, rail cutbacks 
will test patience 


If you ride the CTA, chances are you will 
have to wait longer for a bus or train start- 
ing Feb. 7. 

The CTA last week released its detailed 
list of service cuts, which take effect next 
month as part of a CTA plan to plug its 
$300 million budget hole. 

Nine express bus routes will be elimi- 
nated, and 41 bus routes will see their 
start and/or end times change and get less 
frequent service. An additional 78 bus 
routes will see less frequent service. 

Nearly two dozen bus routes, typically 
special events routes and buses that serve 
the University of Chicago, won't see a 
change, according to the most recent 
CTA list. 

On the rails, all rail lines except the 
Yellow Line, which travels between 
Skokie and the Howard station in Rogers 
Park, will see less frequent service.

Members of Team Coco brought a piece of the late-night TV 
battle to the streets of Chicago on Monday. 

Fans of Conan O’Brien gathered at Pioneer Court near 
the NBC building to show their support for the “Tonight 
Show” host, who soon may be leaving his post to make room 
for Jay Leno. The latest reports Monday indicated O’Brien 
was close with NBC on a deal to leave the network after 
refusing to host “Tonight” in a later time slot. 

Dozens of supporters, who showed up about 4:30 p.m., 
made it clear whom they blame for Conan’s departure— 
Leno. “No Big Chin” read the sign carried by Bobby Ramos, 
18, of Palos Hills, Ill. Ramos attended the rally with several 
friends, passing around a can of temporary orange hair dye 
to simulate O’Brien’s trademark red hair. 

Attendees said they found out about the event via groups 
on Facebook. The “I’m With Coco” fan page showed events 
planned for Monday at NBC buildings in L.A., New York 
and Seattle. It had 348,000 fans as of Monday night. 


“T’m not a political person, but I figured this would be a 
good opportunity to go to a rally I actually care about,” said 
Ben Zurawski, 26, of Edgewater. 

Other Chicagoans said they’re for Conan, even if they 
didn’t make Monday's rally. 

Nicole Halm, 25, said she is a lifelong member of Team 
Coco. The McKinley Park resident had the chance to meet 
Conan through the Make-a-Wish Foundation in 2001, when 
she was on the waiting list for a liver transplant. 

“I know that he’s genuine,” Halm said. “He was so down 
to earth when I met him. I would hate to see him off the air.” 

Leno, meanwhile, made a lengthy and serious statement 
after his monologue Monday night. “It looks like we might be 
back at 11:30; I’m not sure. I don’t know,” he said. “But through 
all of this ... Conan O’Brien has been a gentleman. He’s a good 
guy. ... This is all business. Ifyou don’t get the ratings, they take 
you off the air.”

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Police say 
pit bulls killed 
man in his home

Police are investigating the 
death of a 56-year-old Far South 
Side man whose daughter came 
home Sunday night to find him 
covered in blood and apparently 
killed by the pit bulls she was 
raising, police sources said. 

Johnny Wilson was found 
in the living room of his home Wilson’shome 
in the 10200 block of South 
Aberdeen Street with numerous bite marks on his body, 
according to the Cook County medical examiner’s office. 
Other sources said he suffered massive head, chest and 
upper body trauma. 

The medical examiner’s office ruled following an 
autopsy Monday that Wilson died of hemorrhaging from 
multiple injuries from a dog attack. The examiner con- 
cluded Wilson’s death was accidental. 

Four pit bulls and two puppies in the home were turned 
over to Chicago Animal Care and Control. 

A longtime neighbor at whose house the daughter and 
her family stayed Sunday night said he thought the attack 
was out of character for the dogs; he has found them to 
be friendly in the past. Another neighbor also said Wilson 
never appeared to have had any trouble with the dogs. 


26-year-old found on Eisenhower 

The body of a 26-year-old man was found Monday morning 
in the outbound lanes of the Eisenhower Expressway, 
officials said. 

About 7 a.m., a call came in from a CTA employee 
reporting the body in an outbound lane on Interstate 290 
between Kostner and Laramie avenues, according to a 
spokesman from the Illinois State Police.

King’s message echoes 


Worshippers were urged Monday not to “sanitize” the legacy of 
Martin Luther King Jr. at the Atlanta church where he preached, 
while others were going to march in Alabama and President Obama 
honored King by serving meals to the needy. 

Princeton University scholar Cornel West delivered a passionate 
keynote address at Ebenezer Baptist Church to commemorate King’s 
81st birthday and mark the 25th federal observance of the holiday. He 
told the crowd to remember King’s call to help others and not simply 
enshrine his legacy in “some distant museum.” 

King should be remembered as a vital person whose powerful 
message was once even considered dangerous by the FBI, West told 
those gathered at the church where King preached from 1960 until 
his assassination in 1968. 

“T don’t want to sanitize Martin Luther King Jr.,” West said. 

In Washington, D.C., Obama honored King’s legacy by serving 
lunch at a social services organization. Later Monday, Obama dis- 
cussed the civil rights movement with a group of black elders and 
their grandchildren and spoke at a King Day concert at the Kennedy 
Center. 

Marches and parades were taking place around the country, includ- 
ing one in Montgomery, Ala., where King gained renown leading a bus 
boycott in protest of segregation during the 1950s.

There were times last year when Kara DioGuardi felt as though 
she had her pants on the ground. 

Yes, there was the bikini incident where the then-new 
“American Idol” judge finished a song alongside Bikini Girl 
and pulled open her dress to reveal her own two-piece swim- 
suit (and perfectly toned torso). 

But where the 39-year-old songwriter really felt exposed 
was being up there week after week in front of the contes- 
tants, the thousands of audience members and the tens of 
millions watching on TV. 

“T never was in front of the camera” before “Idol,” she says. 
“That was very difficult to go from the back of the studio to 
in front of 30 million people. I wish people had been a bit 
easier on me for that, because it’s really scary when you're just 
kind of sitting right there and having all eyes on you and being 
judged.” 

She said she’s stopped reading Internet comments but 
learned last year that “the younger people seemed to have a 
lot more of a problem with me. I just feel like my personal- 
ity at times didn’t always come through. Like, I’m way more 
feisty, but I can be fun and maybe I took myself a little seri- 
ously at times. I was just, you know, not good TV to them.” 

That’s a feeling you'd think might lead to more sympathy 
for the contestants, but DioGuardi says she won't be taking 
over the role played by Paula Abdul. 

If anything, DioGuardi said, she’s feeling more comfort- 
able and might be tougher this year on the Fox show’s would- 
be singers (the third episode of the new season, based on 
Chicago auditions, airs 7 p.m. Tuesday, Fox). 

“T may push it to be even more critical just because I think 
the stakes are even higher in the music business these days,” 
she says.

If there is one breakthrough TV role over the past year or so, it is Jim Parsons’ 


turn as physicist Sheldon Cooper in the hit CBS sitcom “The Big Bang Theory.” 


Brilliant, supercilious, socially clueless, Cooper is alternately hysterical and hor- 


rifying. And Parsons’ Emmy-nominated performance is so spot-on, it seems as if 


the character and the actor are the same person. But unlike Sheldon, the 36-year- 


old Parsons actually is a sports fan who does not speak Klingon. 


What did you think about the part when you 
first read for it? 

As acharacter, I don’t know I felt a relation 

at all. What I had a feeling about was the way 
the dialogue was structured, the way they had 
structured Sheldon’s speeches. Sheldon has 
always taken that many words to get to a point. 
I thought, and I still think, they brilliantly use 
those words that most of us don’t recognize to 
create that rhythm. And the rhythm got me. It 
was the chance to dance through that dialogue, 
and in a lot of ways still is. 


Youre so identified with the character right 
now, are you worried at all that you'll be type- 
cast in the future? 

No.... [see the “problem” that it could pose 
for me. But I say no because I don’t really 
have a choice at the end of the day. I feel like I 
throw myself no more or no less into this role 
than I have in anything else. I feel like, as an 
actor, should I be pulling back on how much 
I give to this character? Should I soften his 
edges so I don’t make the same impression? 
That’s the only thing I can do, and that’s an 
impossibility. 


What were your influences growing up? 

I was very interested in sitcoms. I remember 
watching “Three’s Company” a lot. And I was 
really formed by “Family Ties,” “The Cosby 
Show.” As far as movies went, my parents took 
me to “Star Wars.” 


When did you realize you could make it as an 
actor? 

I did a play in high school, “Noises Off.” It’s a 
farce, and it was the first time I felt the most 
honest connection to a character and a play. It 
was the first time I felt like an honest-to-God 
actor. I thought it was going to be horrible, 
and I’m still astounded at the reaction we got. 
I realized it was something I was good at. 


Sheldon is kind of the ultimate geek. 

In what ways are you geeky? 

I like words, and I like numbers. I like cross- 
word puzzles a lot. I like to deal with lists and 
rankings and statistics. I’m surprised I’m not 
more into baseball, because I could geek on 
that. I love Casey Kasem’s Top 40; I love that 
order. I love seeing what were the nominated 
Oscar films.
